While there ta n be no denying th at mistakes, errors ii 
judgment, delays ii oui unforseen causes and even blunders hav 
occurred in our preparations lur the great w ar with Germ any 
it is also a tact th a t no country has ever made such progress in 
this direction in the sam e length of time as has the United States 
under the adm inistration of I'resilient Woodrow Wilson. 
Hence, 
the picayunish efforts of the republicans, led by such politics’ 
t gures as the former president, Theodore Roosevelt, are bound 
to react upon them and cause their downfall in greater num bers 
and with greater punishm ent than if they had played square. 
Every honest, fair-minded m an despises littleness, narrow ness 
and faultfinding for the purpose of finding fault th a t he may 
make personal gain.

Prior to the declaration of w ar the whole country, and even 
our congressmen, had no real conception of the strength of the 
enemy whom we w'ere to oppose. 
A great m any people even now 
are inclined to minimize the size ot tne struggle in which we are 
engaged. 
We are fighting one of the m ost stubborn peoples on 
the globe, a people whose ruling class will not surrender until 
the last of their lifeblood flows from their veins, because they 
love power and love to dictate, they love themselves more than 
any ruling class on the globe. They are wholly obsessed with the 
idea, ridiculous and even funny as it may seem to us, that the 
kaiser rules by divine right, by the personal direction of God 
himself. 
The common people m ay not at heart believe that, 
but it has been ground into their system s through so m any years 
of concentrated schooling they cannot throw off the superstition, 
Actuated as these rulers are by the belief that they are agents of 
God, they hold whatever they do is by divine direction, hence all 
the atrocities and ravaging and burning 
and 
m urdering and 
destroying are done because it is God’s will that these foreign 
peoples should be destroyed. 
The war from the Germ an stand 
point thus becomes a religious war, at least a religiously fanti 
cal war, and as such there can be but one of two ends. 
Either 
this fanaticism m ust be put down completely and forever and 
the German rulers showm unmistakably that they are not acting 
for God, or they will have victory perched on their banners and 
in the course of time cross the ocean, invade the United States 
and perpetuate here all those m axim um acts of fiendishness of 
which they have been guilty in Europe and Asia. 
To prepare to 
fight such a people is an undertaking the m agnitude of which 
no country has ever accomplished so m uch in so short a time. 
Secretary B aker said this, and it is the truth, 
it is necessary 
th at it be so, for if we are to fight we m ust fight hard, or suffer 
defeat, disgrace and disaster, national in its scope and racial in 
its effec t.

brake beam of a freight car

at Hammond, 
according 
to official 
findings of the special board of 
in­ 
quiry rendered Thursday afternoon. 
Extra freight No. 817, east bound. 
crossed the switch at 2:50 o ’clock in 
the morning. 
The falling.beam on one 
of the freight cars sprung tile switch 
about three-fourths of an 
inch. 
At 
3:15 o ’clock tile engine, baggage coach 
and mail coach and the forward trucks 
if the smoking car passed over the 
switch, but tile rear trucks 
of 
the 
smoker and the chair ear took the 
split in the switch, and the latter car 
careened into the engine of a freight 
train on the siding. 
The force of the 
mpact tore off the

brackets and pulled three* studs out 
of the boiler, causing the escape of 
steam into the passenger coach.

Prior to the declaration of war the whole country, and even 
our congressmen, had no real conqeption of the strength of the 
enemy whom wTe were to oppose. 
A great many people even now 
are inclined to minimise the size of tile struggle in which we are 
engaged. 
We are fighting one of the most stubborn peoples on 
the globe, a people whose ruling class will not surrender until 
the last of their lifeblood flows from their veins, because they 
love power and love to dictate, they love themselves more than 
any ruling class on the globe. They are wholly obsessed with the 
idea, ridiculous and even funny as it may seem to us, that the 
kaiser rules by divine right, by the personal direction of God 
himself. 
The common people may not at heart believe that, 
but it has been ground into their systems through so many years 
of concentrated schooling they cannot throw oil the superstition, 
Actuated as these rulers are by the belief that they are agents of 
God, they hold whatever they do is by divine direction, hence all 
the atrocities and ravaging and burning 
and 
murdering and 
destroying are done because it is God’s will that these foreign 
peoples should be destroyed. 
The war from the German stand 
point thus becomes a religious war, at least a religiously fanti 
cal war, and as such there can be but one of two ends. * Either 
this fanaticism must be put down completely and forever and 
the German rulers shown unmistakably that they are not acting 
for God, or they will have victory perched on their banners and 
in the course of time cross the ocean, invade the United States 
and perpetuate here all those maximum acts of fiendishness of 
which they have been guilty in Europe and Asia. 
To prepare to 
fight such a people is an undertaking the magnitude of which 
no country has ever accomplished so much in so short a time. 
Secretary Baker said this, and it is the truth. 
It is necessary 
that it be so, for if we are to fight we must fight hard, or suffer 
defeat, disgrace and disaster, national in its scope and racial in 
its effect. 
Hence, as Senator Stone pointed out in his speech in the 
senate yesterday, for Colonel Roosevelt, Boise Penrose, Chair­ 
man Willcox and other republican leaders, to make capital out 
of the shortcomings of the administration when so great has been 
the accomplishment is nothing short of treason.

said the things Roosevelt has said would be put in jail.

proportions. 
We are thus too prone to look upon the men as 
individuals and overlook the big thing they are seeking to do 
in a collective way. 
We see the man as he stands alone and 
our close view seems to proscribe encompassing him and his 
associates collectively. 
We are like the fellow who holds a silver 
dollar close to his open eye and can see nothing but a dollar. 
In order to get the distant view we cannot move the college 
nor can we move the town, neither of which is desirable. 
But we 
can change our mental attitude toward the college, for it is quite 
certain the college will not change its attitude toward Brazos 
county any more than toward any other county in the state. 
As 
a matter of fact we believe that if any county in the state is 
shown preference it is Brazos, in order to overcome this home 
attitude and in its stead make of the farms and industries of the 
county a real demonstration county for the college.

The Agricultural anti Mechanical College will respond to the 
call of the war board tor vocational education by taking from 
2000 to JC>OO men for training for mechanics and technicians 
from May I to October I, and up to 1000 beginning February I, 
if the need should be that great, according to the announcement 
of President W. B. Bizzell this morning, following a conference 
with Prof. F. C. Bolton, head of thg school of ef electrical engineer­ 
ing, who has just returned from Washington where he attended 
a conference between the representatives of the schools and col­ 
leges of the country with tile war board, and a consultation with 
the heads of other departments of A. and Al. College under whose 
supervision much of the training will fall. 
General Pershing is calling for technically trained men for 
us in France, Professor Bolton reports, and his demands for such 
men are far in excess of the available supply in this country. 
It is to meet this demand as soon as possible that the war board 
called the college representatives in conference and A. and M. will 
do its full share in meeting the situation. 
Autogenous welders, men capable of repairing all sorts of 
machinery, but especially German guns captured by the allies, 
it being the custom of the Germans, when they see their guns are 
going to be taken, 
to 
break 
them 
up 
to 
prevent 
their 
use by the enemy, are wanted. 
Auto repairing and various other 
mechanical work are also required and the college will enlarge 
its equipment for instruction along these lines to meet any de­ 
mand the war board may make upon it. 
Additional rooming quarters will have to be provided to take 
care of the men who will come here for training, but the charac­ 
ter of this equipment has not yet been determined. 
The war de­ 
partment will provide the funds for caring for the men and by 
the co-operation of all the schools and colleges of the country 
equipped to give technical instruction it is expected to train at 
least 00,000 men along the lines by October I. 
Schools of the country will be picked for this particular work 
according to their special equipment and all the technical equip­ 
ment of A. and Al. College which is needed by the government 
in the training of men for immediate service will be placed at its 
disposal. 
In order to gain the largest possible use of the equip­ 
ment it is likely that the class rooms at the college will be em­ 
ployed for morning, afternoon and night classes. 
President Bizzell announces that the college will make such 
adjustment as the war department deems advisable to meet its 
demands. 
He hfts held a conference with the heads of the tech­ 
nical departments of the college to dtermine what re-adjustments 
will be necessary in the teaching force and equipment, as well 
as in housing facilities to meet the needs of the army in training 
men, and he will forward a complete report on the matter to 
Washington within the next few days in which the advantages 
of the college in giving the instruction needed will be set forth. 
While in Washington Professor Bolton also attended a con­ 
ference of the representatives of the land grant colleges of the 
country and a committee was appointed from that body to con­ 
der with the secretary of agriculture and the provost marshal 
general in reference to having all the instructors and pupils in 
the agricultural division of these colleges coming within the 
military age placed in deferred classifications under the draft 
because of their usefulness at home in promoting food and feed 
production. 
This committee will report later on the results of 
that conference.

" ‘The legislative proposals I have 
heard of would involve long additional 
delays and turn out experience into 
mere lost motion.

In 
such an event Senator Hopkins pro 
posed that the chartering and cimi- 
lar work of the agricultural

Townes, Jr., supervisor of the selec­ 
tive service law in Texas. 
I he letter 
was sent, Major Townes explained not 
with the purpose of dictating any clas­ 
sifications but solely to aid the boards 
in Interpreting the law, some sections 
of which were Indefinite. 
“It is plain that a married man who 
has wholly failed to support his fain 
By;” Major Townes wrote, “or a m ar­ 
ried man dependent upon his wife for 
support; or a married man not useful 
ly engaged whose family is supported 
by income independent of his labor 
should be placed in class I. 
I believe 
you should hesitate to put in class 
one any other married man unless the 
proof is exceedingly satisfactory to 
you and practically conclusive that his 
family will receive reasonably 
ade­ 
quate support during his absence. 
“ We understand that some boards 
have taken the position that a soldier s 
pay and allowance Is adequate in prac­ 
tically every instance; we feel sure I 
this is a strained construction of the 
regulations. 
W hat might he adequate 
support in one locality or in one set 
of circumstances might not be ade­ 
quate in another. 
“A married man with children can 
not be placed in subdivision B, class II, 
and a married man without children 
should not he placed under this divi­ 
sion unless 
the 
circumstances 
are 
such that his wife is not mainly de­ 
pendent upon his labor for support for 
the reason that she 
is schooled 
in 
some special class of work which she 
is physically able to perform and in 
which siie is employed or in 
which 
there is an immediate opening for ber 
under conditions that will enable her 
to support herself decently and with­ 
out buffering or hardship.” 
In regard to recent marriages, Ma­ 
jor Townes wrote: 
“In such cases 
the burden of proof is on the regis­ 
trant to establish to the satisfaction of 
the local board that he did not marry 
for the purpose of evading military 
service. 
It is not incumbent upon the 
board to establish that he did marry
